Father McCann vpnfc to Ecuador Bishop Ruiz promised to "incardinate" him ‘after 

years if Father McCarui could adopt to the place. According to the f 

Mon signor. Father McCann loft Ecuador because of the high altitude of the country-, 
or for health reasons, and he c-*v.e to Miami, Florida, where ho entered in 19 5o, '< 
liaving cone to Miard directly from Ecuador, _ 

Monsignor Fitzjjatrick stated that Father McCann was assigned to Epiphany .. 
Parish in Miami where he -worked with Father CDoud as assistant paster from 
1956 until May, 1959. K« said that Father McC:unn was later assigned to St. 
Monica's Church in Carol City, Florida, whera h* is currently the pastor, 

Consignor Fitzpatrick said Father McCann did missionary work in South 
Africa and spooks Spanish well* He sided ho knows nothing derogatory regarding 
Father McCann* The Monsignor said that so far as h e knows Father McCann has not 
been anywhere in. the United States other t hon in Miami, Florida, »ad that Father 
McCann has not been, and is not now, engaged with the Catholic Cuban Relief 
Conr.atteo cither in Dallas, T sxan, or Kiarii, Florida* . 

With inference to Sylvia Odio, it has besn det^rndr^d, through 3-11-24, 
that the father and mother of Sylvia Odio sr* .teudor Odio Padroni and Sara del 
Toro, former owners of a transportation company known as Trafico snd Transports 
in Havana, Cuba,,

"Fide listas” and they smuggled arms for Fidel Castro when he wa s in the scouhtains*
